—No person to advance less than at the rate of Five Pounds per 
centum.

pay a deposit as the Auctioneer may require. 

IV. —The lots to be taken away with all faults and errors of description, 

at the expense and risk of the purchaser, within One day 
from the DAY OF SALE, and the remainder of the purchase 
money to be paid on or before delivery; and no allowance 
whatever can be made for any deficiency after removal.
